possibile after severe fighting; that it is 
uncertain whether the troops under the 
control of the committee would uphold 
such an act with their bayonets; that 
the wavering soldiers of the First army 
corps to the number of 26,000 or 30,- 
000 now garrisoning the city, would be 
inflamed and break out into open revolt, 
and that to demand too much means the 
failure of all. 


‘The sultan has gotthemto quarreling: 


among themselves,’’ said one:of the am- 
bassadors today, ‘and he will have 
his own way yet.” 

Since the investing army has drawn 
nearer to the city, numerous agents of 
the Mohammedan League, ardent young 
men, theological studente and junior 
members of the clergy, have penetrated 
the lines, pointing out to the men that 
it was their duty to God and Allah to 
rid themselves of their officers, who 
were no better than Giaours, who scorn- 
ed the sacred -law-.of the Koran and 
who openly argued that the law devised 
by one arch-devil, Napoleon, ought 
to be substituted for the sacred law 
in all the courts. 

The agitators pointed out that the 
officers had succeeded in imposing these 
wicked laws upon the civil courts, and 
now wanted to apply them to the per- 
sons of Allah's faithful. 

Zealots Shot by Courtmarttal. 

Three days ago two of these Hodjas 
who were caught among the troops, were 
beaten after a courtmartial and turned 
out of th--ecamps, The following day 
thirty of them were arrested and im- 
prisoned., Yesterday the camps were 
overrun with proselytising zealots. 
Scores of them were arrested and to- 
— ten of them were shot by courtmar- 
tial.

The men 
Salute their officers cheerfully and have 
resumed their regular drill, in addition 
to subscribing to the declaration laid 
down in the proclamation of Husni Pa- 
sha, which ordered them to obey their 
officers and not to mix in politics. 

Sailors Take the Oath. 

The council of ministers have draft- 
ed a proclamation, which was published 
thig evening. It denies the rumors of 
dissension between the troops of the 
garrison and the investing;army, and 
states that measures have been adopt- 
ed for the. maintenance of the genera! 
security. The council debated upon the 
advisability of proclaiming a state of 
siege in Constantinople, with a view of 
facilitating the occupation of the city 
by the Saloniki army. 

The men of the warships have taken 
the oath of allegience, in accordance 
with the demand of the _ investing 
force, and the fleet is now under or- 
ders to sail for the Mediterranean for 
manoeuvers. A deputation from the 
navy expressed to the commander of 
the invading army their entire agree- 
ment with the latter’s wiehes.

Interest at the falls today centered In 
the huge mounds of ice at the Bridal 
Veil falls, where the body of a sup- 
posed suicide had been exposed partly 
by the drop in the water level, and part- 
ly by the pounding of the ice, which is 
steadily sailing down the river and over 
the cataract. Attempts to’recover the 
body were unsuccesful. 

Dynamite te Be Used. 

Albany, N. Y., April 2!.—With the aD- 
proval of the war department and Gov- 
ernor Hughes, efforts will be made early 
tomorrow by state employees to dislodge 
the ice jam in the Niagara by the use of 
dynamite. 

Reports submitted this afternoon to 
Superintendent Stevens by experts in the 
use of explosives, detailed to make an 
examination of the river, stated that 
conditions were serious; that the ice 
was 12 miles long and 60 feet high, and 
damage was inevitable, and that some- 
thing should be done at once. They 
recommended the use of dynamite.

men of small means. In that way the 

result might be to place the highest 

tax on men of small incomes. 
Challenged Supreme Court. 

‘Such‘a result.” said Mr. Cummins, 
‘would not only be unjust, but it would 
destroy the essential principles that 
underly the income duty.” 

Mr. Cummins said he recognized that 
his amendment challenged the opinion 
of the supreme court of the Ynited 
States on the law of 1894 in respect 
to the constitutional requirements re- 
garding direct taxation, and he believed 
it would be impossible to frame an in- 
come tax law that would not antago- 
nize that opinion. - 

“If,” he added, “that opinion is to 
stand in its full scope, then the United 
States must abandon, for all time, or 
until the constitution is amended, the 
exercise of power and authority which 
had been recognized for 100 years be- 
fore the opinion was announced.” 

Mr. Cummins expressed the opinion 
that the supreme court should again 
be invoked. 

“That decision,’ he said, “restricts the 
‘federal authority. and we should not 


_permit time to pass without again ask- 


ing an examination of this vital power 
of the government.” 

He declared that such a restriction of 
the powér of taxation of the govern- 


ment would prove disastrous in time 
of war. 


Professor William H. Pickering, the 
Harvard astronomer, believes he has 
discovered a way to communicate with 
the planet Mars.

METHODISTS HOLD 
EDUCATIONAL MEETING 


Southern Churches in Confer- 
ence at Richmond—Ad- 
dresses Delivered. 


Richmond. Va.. April °21—The Educa- 
tonal Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, was opened here 
this evening. Governor Claude A, 
Swanson delivering the welcoming ad- 
dress, which was responded to by the 
Rev. John C. Kilgo, D.D., president of 
Trinity college, Durham. N.C. The at- 
tendance was large, and Broad Street 
Methodist church was crowded when 
the meeting was called to order.

Found in Some of Our Rural School 
Children,” was the subject of Mr. 
Stiles’ address, which was illustrated 
by a stereopticon. The speaker showed 
that hook-worm disease is prevalent 
in rural districts, and ascribed the 
cause to unsanitary conditions exist- 
ing on the farms and in the trural 
schools. The remedy for this evil, he 
gave as the thorough sanitation of the 
echools, and most important of all, the 
dmprovement of conditions along this 
line in farm NMfe. 

The speaker also emphasized the 
point that itis contrasy to the laws of 
nature for the negro and the white to 
live together, and attributed much of 
the presence of unheaithy conditions to 
this fact in certain communities where 
such conditions exist.

His proposal for such a law as a 
. feature of the tariff bill is based upon 
@ similar law which has been in effect 
in the state of New York since June I, 
1905. -It imposes a tax upon all sales 
-and transfers of stock by requiring 
that there shall be affixed stamps to 
the amount of 2 cents for each $100 

face value of fraction thereof. 

he New York law has been tested by 
the courts and declareg constitutional. 
It was declared to be a tax, not upon 


property, but upon its transfer. Be- 
ing uniform in its operation and ap- 
plying to all transfers of property of 
the particular kind named, it was held 
to contravene neither the provisions of 
the state nor the federal constitutions. 
t"was said to be a valid tax although 
not based upon the value of the cer- 
tificates sold, or of the sum for which 
they were sold. 

The law affects all transactions on 
the exchanges of the State, since it 
applies not only to sales and agree- 
ments to sell, but to memoranda of 
sales, or deliveries, or transfers of 
stock. It appliég to any paper, or 
agreement, or memoranda, @Seseather 
evidence of transfer or sale, whether 
entitling the holder in any manner to 
the benefit of the stock, or to secure 
the pie sige payment or the future trans- 
fer any stock.

The charges were made by Senators 
Smoot and Sutherland and Representa- 
tive Howell, all of Utah. 

They asked that the matter be taken 
up by the department of justice rather 
than by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

The papers filed allege that Mr. Harrt- 
man shows no respect for any law. but 
the federal,

The papers set out that the Harriman 
lines are enormously profitable. The 
papers include a petition from com- 
mercial bodies in Utah, saying the dis- 
crimination has been carried on for 
many years and that the roads have 
steadily increased rates and eliminated.

REMOVAL TO U. S. COURT 
IS SUBJECT OF DECISION 


Interesting Case Is Decided by 
the Supreme Court of 
Georgia. 


Some interesting points in connection 
with removal suits from state to United 
States courts are dealt with in a de- 
cision of the supreme court of Geor- 
gia handed down yesterday in the case 
of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, plaintiff in error, v. il. H. 
Newman, defendant in error, from the 
superior court of Gordon county. 

Newman brought suit for damages 
against the railroad company in the 
state court and the‘ latter sought re- 
moval to the United States court, which 
was denied by the superior court. The 
supreme court reversed this ruling, 
holding that the railroad company had 
the right of removal. 

Then Newman sought to dismiss his 
suit for the purpose of bringing another 
placing the amount of damages at less 
than $2,000. so as to make it non- 
removable. 

The supreme court now holds that the 
plaintiff cannot dismiss his suit for the 
purpose of preventing removal to the 
United States court. The state su- 
preme cOurt also holds that where a 
sult is pending in the United States 
court, another suit between the same 
parties gnd for the same cause cannot 
be brought in the state court, even 
though the damages claimed are put at 
less than $2,000.

Columbus, Ohio, April 2!.—The Co- 
lumbus Chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy ig much exercised 
over the fact that the sod at the Camp 
Chase cemetery for’ Confederate veter-

United States war department. The 
work Was done by M. M. Smalley, post- 
master at Camp Chase. 

The Camp Chase cemetery, while 
the property of the government, is 
supposed to be directly in charge off 
the Columbus Chapter of the Dauiph- 
ters of the Confederacy, and the mem- 
bers think they should at least have 
been consulted before § action ‘was 
taken. Some of the graves are very 
shallow, and the Daughters fear some 
of the bones might be ‘disturbed by 
the plowing. 

General Oates, who is himself a con- 
federate soldier, and whose honte ig in 
Alabama, explains in letters that the 
work is done to improve the sod. 

There are 2,600 confederate soldiers 
buried in Camp Chase, only about half 
ef whom have ever been idertified.

ton industry. 

A large ‘number of representatives 
of cotton seed oi] manufacturerg and 
cotton seed oil refiners, appeared heré 
today and disciissed with senators and 
representatives facts and arguments in 
favor of putting oleostearine on the 
free list. Oleostearine _is a by-pred- 
uct of the packing houses, and it is, 
indispensable in the making of cotton 
seed oil edible. Such foods as cotto- 
lene and snowdrift, substitutes for lard, 
are made from cotton seed oil by the 
mixture with it of oleostearine. 

Very Httle oleostearine is imported 
into this country, but it is claimed by 
the cotton geed offi people that large 
quantities would be imported but for 
the high tariff duty. The Dingley law 
puts a duty of 20 per cent on this 
product, but, under the proposed Payne 
bill the duty is made 25 per cent. Thé 
beef packers are naturally interested 
in keeping the duty up and keeping im- 
portations out. 

Matter Comes Up Today. 

The matter was brought up in the 
senate today, but passed over until to- 
morrow, when Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina, will make a statement on the 
subject. hTe schedules affecting fer- 
tilizers will also be taken up tomor- 
row. 

A brief on the subject of: oleostear- 
ine, prepared by L. W. Haskell, of New 
York, Vice president of the Southern 
Cotton Oil Company, was today scat- 
tered around among the senators. The 
various cotton seed oil men in the city 
devoted themselves ta argumente in 
favor of putting this on the free list. 

Among those here are L. A. Ransom, 
Atlanta, president of the Southern Cot- 
ton Oil Company, of ‘Georgia, and 
George F. Tennille, of Savannah; B. F.

Breaking the bonds of illiteracy and mental and manual clumsiness 
that tie the hands and obscure the future of poor boys in Georgia is the 
mission of the school of Miss. Martha Berry, at Rome, Ga.; the school of 
Andrew J. Ritchie, at Rabun Gap, and others of. their type.too sparsely sup- 
plied in this state. 

The work the Berry school is doing was strikingly reflected in the 
report of the recent visit of the Ogden educational party to Rome. There, 
wealthy and philanthropic people from south and north alike joined in mutu- 
ally admiring the system that is fitting the sons of parents in moderate cir- 
cumstances to take part in the great constructive work of the world. 

Miss Berry, as is well known, inaugurated the school in a little log

feabin, to the accompaniment of indifference from her friends and positive 


protest from the people most to be benefited. 
Today the apathy has been routed from the vicinity of Rome, where the 
substantial effect of this splendid crusade is seen, and has been spread in

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WATERWAYS AND ROADWAYS. 


Massachusetts and Louisiana joined forces in a recent banquet in Boston 
in booming the waterways project. 

Among the speakers was Congressman Joseph E. Ransdell, of Louisiana, 
who pointed out that the railroads of:the United States are preparing to 
spend five thousand millions of dollars in extension and betterments. 

The: expenditure of one-tenth ,of this sum on waterways, he declared, 
would aceomplish as great results in freight-moving and at one-sixth of the 
rai] rates. : | 

In other words, there is demanded the expenditure upon waterways im 
provements of $5,000,000,000, but not a word said about the improvement 
of public roadways upon which the initial transportation movement must 
take place, and where transportation is, more directly than ever, a question 
of expense to the producer. 

The effort to bring about waterways improvement is commendable; it 
is a work in the direction of important and valuable progress. 

But the fact must not be lost sight of that there are vastly more people 
in the country who are more directly interested in the improvement of 
that initial and essential means of transportation—the public highway. 

This is an interest which has just as much claim upon government 
activity and public expenditure as has that which looks to the waterway. 

After all, the value of the waterway depends almost altogether upon the 
facility for getting to it, and this must be supplied by the improved and 
paved road. 

‘ The improvement of the roadway and the waterway should go forward 
together, the one equally fostered with the other by the government interest 
and effort. 

The only proper way to build up the nation’s great public transporta- 
tion system is to begin at the bottom. 

And the foundation. of it all is the public highway.

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Editor Constitution: The democratic 
platform of 1908 is the present official 
creed of the democratic party; it is the 
formal and public pledge which organ- 
ized democracy makes to the country. 
Upon the faith of the promises contain-, 
ed in that platform, democratic candi- 
dates asked for support as against the 
republicans and the populists and s0- 
cialists and the prohbitionists in the 
presidential race of last year.

Very soon after this demand wis made, 
it so happened that the democratic 
Party got a chance to make good its 
pledge. The extra session of congress 
brought the tariff question immediately 
to the front, and the democrats secured 
that opportunity to enforce the imme- 
diate repeal of the tariff duty upon the 
articles mentioned, which they claimed 
to So eagerly desire. 

What has happened? A sufficient num- 
ber of demogratic representatives in the 
lower house of congress broke away 
from the Hon. Champ Clark, the demo- 
cratic official leader, and went over to. 
the Hon. Sereno Payne, of New York, 
the official republican leader, and by 
their votes prevented lumber, timber 
and logs from being placed upon the 
frég list, whére the Hon.:'Champ Clark 
and a majority of the democrats en- 
deavored to put them. 

Among those democratic members who, 
at the critical moment, deserted the 
democratic leader and went over to the 
republican leader were the following 
congressmen from Georgia: Tom Bell, 
Jim Griggs, Lon Livingston, Brantley, 
Edwards, Adamson and Gordon Lee.

What I 
cannot understand is the motive which 
moves Georgia representatives and Geor- 
gia senators to side with such a lum- 
ber trust magnate as H. H, Tift as 
against the hundreds of thousands of 
people who must buy timber and plank 
of all kinds in making necessary repairs 
and improvements. 

As 1 understand the bill which the 
lower house has passed, the duty on 
rough lumber is $! per thousand feet. 
Where a plank is planed on one side, an 
additional duty of 80 cents is added;

tongued and grooved, an additonal duty 
of $1.50 per thousand is added. In this 
way, such lumber trust magnates as H.

if our Georgia senators shall vote for 
any such duty on lumber, they will vio- 
late the democratic platform and im-

republican platform, but what moral 
right has Senator Clay or Senator Bacon 
to accuse the republicans of breach of 
faith when they themselves make ho 
denial of the fact that they intend to 
utterly repudiate the distinct promises 
made in the democratic platform? 

There Nas been a most-farcia! pre- 
tense On the part of the lumber trust 
that it feared competition from abroad 
if lumber were placed upon the free list.

If that clause in 
the democratic platform was dangerous 
for the south, why was no voice of warn. 
ing raised during the campaign of !9087 
Why is it that they all supported the 
platform until they got a chance to keep 


faith? 

It will be remembered that lumber was 
on the free list when Mr. Cleveland was 
president. If foreign countries are in 
position to destroy our lumber industry 
by loading down the market with for- 
eign lumber, why did we hear nothing 
of it then? The facts are that during 
the three years of free trade in lum- 
ber, from 1895 to #697, the importation 
of toreign lumber was less by 450,000,- 
000 feet than it was during the three 
years of high tariff, from 1906 to 1908. 

From what direction does the lumber 
trust fear competition? Certainly not 
from Mexico, for we supply that coun- 
try with lumber. During the three years 
of free trade in lumber, under Mr. Cleve- 
land, Mexico shipped into this country 
only 6,000 feet of lumber, valued at $58. 
On the other hand, statistics show that 
we are supplying Mexico with about 
100,000,000 feet of lumber per year. 

Is it to be feared from Australia? 
How can that be possible when the dis- 
tance is so great, and when Australia 
takes lumber from us and sends us prac. 
tically none? During the three years of 
free trade, under Cleveland, she sent us 
less than a thousand feet of lumber. 

What about Canada? Every one who 
is familiar with the facts knows that 
Canadian timber cannot compete with 
any milis excepting those of the east 
and northwest. Canadian lumber does 
not enter the southern market at all. 
The distance is too great and the freight 
rate is too high. The advantage which 
the southern mills enjoy in this regard 
—one which they owe to nature and our 
transportation system—is of itself suf- 
ficient to protect them, to every reason~- 
able extent, against Canadian competi- 
tion. 

"he facts of the case are that the 
small mill owners have been practically 
obliterated. The lumber interests have 
been concentrated in the hands of 4 
few. Prices have been fixed by the trust 
for the lumber trade, just as they have 
been fixed by the trust for the steel 
trade and the oil business. Owing to 
this fact, an enormous advance in prices 
has taken place during recent years, 
and it costs practically. twice as much 
to build or repair any kind of house oF 
fence that it cost fifteen or twenty years 
ago. Yet, enjoying a natural monopoly 
as he does, the lumber trust king de- 
mands from congress a still greater 
power over those who are necessarily 
compelled to purchase his product.

JUVENILE STATE 


WILL MAKE 


WAYWARD BOYS GOVERN SBLVES 


NO. 


By Clifford L. Anderson. 


The idea of a state with all the depart- 

ents of government and all its prin- 
ciples, practices and powers is due to 
the Juvenile Protective Association. In 
the south at least it will be unique, yet 
not altogether original. To some extent 
it will be patterned after the George 
Junior Republic at Freeville, N. Wee 
which institution has been visited both 
by Dr. L. G. Hardman, the president 
of this association, and Crawford Jack- 
son, the general] secretary. 

The Juvenile State will differ from the 
Junior Republic in New York, only as 
a state differs from the Junior Republic 
in New York, only as a state differs 
from the federal government in Wash- 
ington or from a republic. Moreover, 
the plan of self-government on the part 
of the youthful citizen will not be car- 
ried quite as far in the Juvenile States 
as it is in the Republic in New York. 
Self-government, however, on the part 
of the “qualified cifizens” will be encour- 
aged and carried :out by the citizens, 
unless the principle of self-government 
should bé abused, and the citizens go in 
the wrong direction. The superintend- 
ent of the institution, who is to be an ex- 
pert in child training, and in the appli- 
cation of the principles of the institu- 
tion, is to have a certain veto author- 
ity, and supreme court powers, for the 
final settlement of all doubtful legisia- 
tive questions and cases of appeal will 
be vested in the ex€cutive committee 
of the Juvenile Protective Association. 

Swearing Allegiance. 

Each child sent to the institution, six- 
teen years of age and under, is to be on} 
probation thirty days, after which he 
will take the oath of citizenship, swear- 
ing allegiance to the Juvenile State and 
its constitution, also to the constitutions 
of Georgia and of the United States. 
After being a citizen for six months 
they are then, after they have been fofind 
worthy, eligible to the office of gov- 
ernor, provided the candidate is not un- 
der fifteen years of age, and eligible to 
other state offices, provided the candi- 
dates for the same are not under four- 
teen years of age, and shall have been @ 
citizen of the Juvenile State at least four 
months, 

Sections 3, 4 and & of the constitution 
of the Juvenile State will give a clearer 
idea concerning the unique form of gov- 
ernment to be carried out by these young 
citizens: . 

“Section 3. The government of the Ju- 
wenile State shall have three depart- 
ments, namely: Legislative, executive 
and judicial. The legislature shali have 
two branches, the house of representa- 
tives and the sénate. 

A Legislative Body. 

‘Section 4; When the citizens of tm 
Juvenile G@tate number as many as ten 
and until the number exceeds one hun- 
dred, the entire number of citizens 


islative body, which shall meet on the 
last Wednesday in each month in a leg- 
islative session not to exceed three hours 
in duration. A special session of the 
legislature may be called by the gov- 
ernor, provided he gives five days’ notice 
gf the same, and advertises for this pe- 
riod the purposes of such special session. 

‘Whenever the number of citizens sha!) 
exceed one hundred, the government 
shall be representative, there being one 
chosen representative for every five, and 
and one senator for every twenty citi- 
zens, with an additional senator for 
thre-fourths of that number. 

“No bill shall be passed until an exact 
copy of the same shall be placed in the 
hands of the secretary of state five days 
before its passage, and every citizen 
may have the privilege of seeing and con- 
sidering such bill before it is passed. 

“A bill, after one reading before the 
legislature, shall become a law by 4 
majority vote of both the house of rep- 
resentatives and the senate, and the ap- 
proval of the governor. |n case the gov- 
ernor shall veto any message, the same 
may become a law by two-thirds vote 
of both house and senate. 

“Section 5. Upon the written complaint 
and specified charge of not less than 
five, nor more than ten citizens, any of- 
ficer or employee of the Juvenile State 
may be tmpeached before the house of 
representatives by a majority vote, but 
the final disposition of such case shall 
be with the executive committee of the 
institution, who shall constitute the su- 
preme court.” 


A Female Judge. 

Section 4 of article 3 of the constitu- 
tion makes special provision for female 
judges, clerks and jurors under certain 
conditions, as folfows: ‘In certain cas¢s 
of female offenders, whigh are of such 
a nature that they should not be tried 
in the regular court, the governor may 
appoint a suitable ‘female judge’ and 4 
special female. court may, be left with 
the matron, as May be provided by les- 
islative enactment.”

Assessors Fail to Agree 
on Figures. 


Tax Committee of City Council 
Takes the Matter Up and 
Agrees to Amend Resolution 
Which May Settle Question 
for This Year. 


The question of how to tax Atlanta 
banks that own their buildings, or an 
equity in euch buildings, has resolved 
itself into a veritable Chinese puzzle, a 
riddle that would appear well on a puz- 
zie page of a family monthly maga- 
zine. 


It is so complex that the tax aasses- 
sors have again disagreed, and this time 
there is a new line-up. At first, As- 
sessors Meador and Harrison were on 
one side, and Assessor Ewing on the 
other. The report that was made to 
the tax committee of council yesterday 
afternoon had Meador and Ewing, who 
recently resigned, on one side and Har- 
rison playing the lone minority. 

The question is about this, if it can 
be put into a simple form so that the 
Ordinary mortal can understand it: 

Shall the banks pay a simple tax on 
the market value of its_sehares less the 
total values of the bank buildings, or 
Shall-they pay tax on the market 
value of shares less the equity 
they have in sach buildings? This ques- 
tion brings out another, as follows: 
Shall the banks, if only the equity is 
deducted, receive credit for the entire 
equity, or 60 per cent of such equity, 
as this is the basis of all city taxation? 

How Assessors Differed. 

' "Tax Assessors Meador ond Ewing 
held that 60 per cent of the equity only 
may be deducted from the market value 
of the shares of stock, while Assessor 
Harrison held that the éntire equity 
should be. deducted. Taking the Fourth 
National bank as an example, Assessors 
Ewing and Meador agreed upon the fol- 
eg statement as a basis for taxa- 
tion:

It will be noticed that the figures in 
the plan by Messrs. Meador and Ewing 
show the assessment on the building to 
be $375,000, while that by Mr. Harrison 
show it to be $475,000. | 


And the Committee Wrestled. 


The committee wrestled with the prop- 
osition for two hours. Alderman Grant 
thought that Meador and Ewing were 
right. Alderman Hancock thought Har- 
rison was right. Councilman Amorous 
sided with Alderman Grant. So did Al- 
derman Pittman. Alderman Candler said 
he didn’t Mink the tax committee had 
anything to do with the matter at all, 
as the tax assessors were sworn officers 
of the city and it was their business to 
make tax assessments. 

Alderman Hancock said that was all 
right, but the tax assessors couldn’t 
agree and had appealed to the commit- 
tee to settle the’ matter. 

Councilman Amorous stated that the 
Fourth National bank would agree to 
a compromise by paying taxes on $826,- 
000, and the Atlanta National bank 
would pay on $903,000, instead of $990,- 
000, for which they had been assessed. 
The Fourth Nationa} bank paid on 
$748,000 and the Atlanta National on 
$798,000 last year. 

Mr. Amorous said that a compromise 
might keep the banks from taking the 
matter into the courts. 

“You needn’t be afraid of the banks 
going into the courts,’’ remarked Alder- 
man Candler, “for they would have no 
standing in the courts, since the city is 
allowing them to pay on 60 per cent of 
thelr values when the law calls for tax- 
ation on the full values.” 

A Resolution Amended. 

Alderman Grant read a resolution 
which he introduced and which the com. 
mittee adopted two weeks ago. It was 
ag follows: | 

‘That it be the sense of this commit- 
tee that Tax Assessor Ewing is correct 
jin his view of this matter, the difference 
having arisen between the tax, assessors. 

“That it is the sense of this commit- 
tee that banks should only be allowed 
to deduct from the ascertained market 
value of their shares the value of the 
equity they may own in any real estate 
represented in the market value of their 
shares.”’ 

Alderman Grant, to bring the matter 
to @ head, offered a motion to amend 
his former resolution by inserting the 
word “ascertained’’ between the words 
“the’ and “value,”’ so that the value 
of the equity to be deducted shall be 
the “ascertained” value of such equity. 

The whole matter was then referred 
back to tNMe tax assessors. 

The result of this is that the assessors 
can deduct 60 per cent of the equity 
of a bank's real estate instead of the 
whole vaiue of the equity. This will 
mean the acceptance of the figures made 
out by Assessors Meador and Ewing. 

Whether or not the assessors will now 
agree is a question. As they were leav- 
ing the committee room, Assessor Har- 
rison remarked: 

“I guess we will need an umpire and

is finally settled.”

Hearing for New Trial Before 
Judge Hart—He Ruled That 
When One Provékes a Diffi- 
culty He Cannot Plead Self- 


Defense.

Nashville. Tenn.. April 2!.—That the 
l court, by its instructions, vractically 
commanded the jury to convict Colonel 
D. B. and Robin Cooper of the murder 
of former. Senator Carmack, was_ths 
contention of Judge Anderson in his ar- 
xument for a new trial this afternoon. 
The judge read the instructions of 
Judge Hart to the right of the Coopers 
o seek former Senator E. W. Carmack. 
“The court..in this instruction,” said 
Anderson, “declares, {n effect, that the 
Coopers had a right to cross the streef 
and seek Carmack, but that they 
crossed that street at their peril, and 


use force against Carmack if he re- 
sented their demands, that they were 
debarred from pleading the right of 


self-defense. 

“That is what you charged. your 
honor, and we believe it is errer. Your 
honor admitted that the Coopers had a 
‘right to cross that street. and to de- 
mand of Senator Carmack that he cease 
‘using Colonel Gooper’s name. Then, 
if they had that right, and if Carmack 
resented the exercise of that right to 
the extent that he endangered the 
Coopers’ lives, no one can hold that 
they had forfeited their right to pro- 
tect their lives, even to the extent of 
taking his.” - 

Cannot Plead Self-Defense. 

“The court.” remarked Judge Hart. 
“holds that it is the law, that when one 
goes. over and provokes a difficulty, 
he cannot plead self-defense.” 

“We hold,’’ retorted Judge Anderson, 
“that Colonel Cooper had a right to go 
across the street, make his demand 
upon Senator Carmack, and with his 
mind made up to kil! the <enator., if the 
latter endangered Cooper's life.” 

Judge Anderson concluded his argu- 
ment at 4 p. m., an@ court adjourned 
until 9 a. m. tomorrow. As the balliff 
adjourned, Captain Fitzhugh, of the 
state, said: 

“Judge Anderson's argument is abso- 
lutely dangerous, If that were the 
law, any two of us, for instance, could 
zo out and look up an enemy. One of 
us could aggravate and devil him until 
he. had committed an overt act, then 
the other could kill him, and we would 
plead self-defense. The idea itself is 
revolting.” 

The arguments of the defense, as they 
progressed, developed that the theory of 
counsel for the defense is: That Robin 
fired in self-defense, after he had re- 


j|ceived: one of Carmack’s bullets; that 


whatever Colonel Cooper’s intentions 
were in seeking. Sénator Carmack, 
Robin's were pacific; that Robin, there- 
fore, is not guilty of murder, and, 
therefore, that his father, who did not 
fire a shot, cannot be guilty. 

The state will make brief arguments 
tomorrow and Judge Hart will then 
take the motion under advisement.

Faulkenberry Took Four Cap- 


sules of Morphine—Then 
More—Finally Died.

Pernard Faulkenberry, a young man of 
Phoenix City, swallowed four capshiles 
of morphine with supposed suicidal jn- 
tent this afternoon at his place of bus- 
iness, a restaurant in Girard, Ala., and 
when it did not take effect promptly 
became annoyed and sent out for more.

Horrified spectators 
thought his end had come, but he swam 
to the shore with ease, although fully 
dressed and did a few stunts in the 
water to show his skill, greatly enjoy- 
ing the joke he played on the public. 
He is said to be not entirely balanced 
mentally,

Yesterday was a very full day at the 
Tuberculosis Exhibition, ‘ The Decatur 
Woman'ae Club was hosteas, and a num- 
ber of representative ladies from Deca- 
tur spent the day at the exhibition, ag- 
sisting materially in entertaining the 
crowd of visitors. Mariat college, the 
East Point schools, Home for the Friend- 
less and Cox college were among the 
institutions attending lectures during the 
forenoon. The address of the after- 
noon was delivered by Rabbi David 
Marx, always an interesting and im- 
pressive speaker, who found in his top- 
ic, “The Citizen's Part in the Combat 
Against Tuberculosis,” an opportunity 
for many practical suggestions. 

The evening session was in charge of 
the labor organizations. Judge A. G. 
Powell, chairman, introduced as the first 
speaker J. C. Logan, of the Associated 
Charities. The genera) topic was ‘‘La- 
bor’s Interest in Tuberculosis,” and Mr. 
Logan brought out effectively that it is 
largely to the work of the labor unions 
in improving conditions of labor and 
seeking to raise the standard of living 
among all working people that we owe 
much of the progress of the world along 
this line. The statistics of tuberculo- 
sis in relation to labor show that 77,000 
laborers die yearly at the average age 
of 37. 

Press Huddleston was unable to be 
present, and his place on the program 
was filled by BWarle B Griggs, of the 
International Typographical union, who 
spoke chiefly of the work of this organ- 
ization, which has led in the fight on 
tuberculosis from the first. The print- 
ers’ home at Colorado Springs, including 
about 80 acres of land, is now worth 
approximately $1,000,000, so every print- 
er, says Mr. Griggs, is a millionaire, 
for it ise open to all.

Market Closed at Net Decline 


of 12 to 14 Poin 


Bag BRS gi April yd ihe cotton mar- 
ru nervous and irregular today 
‘with prices losing a large part of yes- 
terday’s advance, the close bein rely 
steady at a net decline of opie nts. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of. 9 to 13 points, and sold !2 to 14 
points net lower during the first few 
minutes under heavy realizing and lo- 
cal bear pressure. Selling was encour- 
aged by weak cables and reports of rain 
in Texas, but during the early trading 
Liverpool was a buyer. There seemed to 
be a good demand from Chicago sources, 
and with some support from leading 
spot interests, prices rallied during the 
middle of the morning, and at one time 
were within 2 or 3 points of lagt night's 
close. This improvement was lost later 
im the day, however, and the market 
reached the lowest point in the last few 
minutes, with the close only a point or 
two up from the lowest on the old crop 
months, and at the bottom on later po- 
sitions. The bulls were inclined to 
argue that the precipitation in Texas 
was insufficient, but the rains, if light, 
were more or less general, and some 
said that they had caused a withdraw- 
al of spot buyers during the afternoon. 
Spot news was somewhat conflicting, 
but a general impression was created 
that offerings were more liberal at the 
advance and that the trade demand is 
somewhat less urgent following the large 
business reported during the last half 
month.

New York, April 2!.—Extreme confu- 
sion of the speculative temper was 
caused by the action of the stock market 
during the earlier part of: today, and the 
result was a declining precipitation in 
the dealings with professional traders 
and the adoption of @ waiting attitude 
to see what the mysterious movement 
might portend. Suspicion of manipula- 
tive purposés in some of the most ob- 
vious movements increased the feeling 
of doubt and unmeertainty. Alternating 
declines and advances kept the market 
in such a wavering state as is rarely 
witnessed. Some of the early selling of 
stocks was reported as coming openly 
from sources that have been credited 
with the leadership of the advancing 
movement. The suspicious trading ele- 
ment saw in this a device of the bulis 
to take the market away from the bears 
and to force the latter to sell short at 
low figures, with the malign purpose of 
forcing them to gover at corresponding 
loss. The bears, instead of taking cour- 
age from this appearance of liquidation 
of long stock, therefore, took alarm and 
bought to cover their short contracts. 
Two items of the day's news were of 
positive influence, and these were of 
tontrary effect. Announcement of plans 
for a summer trip abroad by EB. H. Har- 
riman and the modified restrictions on 
the Erie bond issue by the New York 
public service commission, were unex- 
pected developments, The rumors re- 
garding Mr. Harriman’s health, which 
were given renewed force by this re- 
port, caused some selling of shares in 
the companies with which he is most 
closely associated. The effect on Union 
Pacific was pronounced and the especial 
weakness of New York Central was also 
traceable to the large expectations that 
have been formed of the effects to be 
looked for from Mr. Harriman’s future 
activities in the management of that 
railroad. The relaxed requirements on 
the Erie to be complied with to secure 
permission for the proposed bond issue 
were considered sufficient to insure the 
success of the proposed financial plans. 
The Erie stocks responded and there 
was somé sympathetic effect in other 
portions of the list. A special source 
of speculative confusion was the erratic 
fluctuation in:Reading. This stock might 
have decided the wavering course of the 
market at any time, but its constant 
shiftings left the balance undecided. 


There was considerable comment on the + 


taking of gold here for shipment to Hol- 
land, which -is a very unusual proceed- 
ing, exchange operations with Holland 
being conducted usually through the mé- 
dium of London banks. It was inferred 
from this gold movement that Dutch In- 
vestors in American securities had been 
sending home their holdings to market 
in New York, attracted by the high level 
of existing prices. The incident made 
a decided {mpression on speculative sen- 
timent, owing to the substantial char- 
acter attributed to the Dutch financial 
insight. The firmer tone of the local
